brooch School. Require More Money 


for Operating Expense*. 


At the regular meeting of the Bris- 
tol Hchool BoarJ held on Wednesday 
evening when all the membero were 
present witb the exception of Jacob 
Vouug, tbe matter of fixing tbe tux- 
rale for tbe ensuing school year was 
discussed and it was the consensus of 
opinion, after going over the treasur- 
er's statement of the finances, that 
the tax rate will Lave to be increased 
probably twenty cents, Tho present 
rate is seventy-five cents upon the 
hundred dollars valuation.
